Recently a group of physicians by 


mcanf; of an X-ray apparatus examined 
the heart of a big neg-ro sailor, who was 
apparently in perfect health, lie was 
being treated for aneurism of the aorta. 
An aneurism is a sac protruding from 
a weakened point in a blood vessel,- As 
the membra nee stretches more.and 
more under pressure from the heart, 
the sac lengthens and death comes with 
rupture. In this case it could be plainly 
located bj- the heart-beat, but what 
could not be told v. as at what point the 
aneurism started. The patient was 
backed against a Crookes tube and a 
fluorescent screen placed against his 
breast. A biy static electrical machine 
connected with the tube was set in 
motion. The room wa.s made dark. In 
dim shadow a rib appeared upon the 
screen, while a large shadow revealed 
the heart. This shadow expanded and 
contracted, showing plainly the beat- 
ing. A little shadow \\Mch should not 
have appeared, at the top of the breast 
bone, made it plain that the aneurism 
was at the top of the arch of the aorta. 
Without the "rays" it vouUl not base 
been possible for medical science to 
locate it.

held it. In certain forms of disease it 
will probably soon be as common for a 
physician to look at a patient's heart as 
his tongue.
